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COMPULSORY CLASSICS IN FRANCE. 


At a time when the 
classics 
have lost 
ground in England as well as in America it 
is curious to discover the French maintain­ 


i n g an entirely opposite attitude. 
In this 
country the trend has been away from cul­ 
tural education in secondary schools and in 
the direction of meeting 
an 
insistent de­ 
mand for practical work, industrial train­ 


i n g of one kind or another. 
In France the 
supreme council for public instruction is un­ 
dertaking to “stiffen the entrance examina­ 
tions for lycees 
and 
colleges,” 
and has 
formulated a program under which “clas­ 
sics and modern studies are to be taught 


s i d e by side in the lower classes, while in 
the upper classes a more complete study of 
the classics, including Greek, is to be the 
rule.” 
Under this plan “every French boy 
taught in the secondary schools will have 
some knowledge of the classics, which will 
be an obligatory feature of the curriculum 
except in the two highest classes.” 
The French are among the most practi­ 
cal people in the world. They are faced at 
the present time 
with 
problems of im­ 
mense difficulty in 
the 
reconstructon of 
their country. 
Their determination to lay 
increased emphasis upon cultural training 
under such conditions has not been hastily 
reached and in the circumstances it is im­ 
pressive. 
One of the objects which they 
have in view is to arrange the curriculum 
that every pupil in the secpndary schools 
will gain some understanding of “the ety­ 
mological development of French, the in­ 
fluence of Greece on French art and the 
influence of Rome on French history and 
law’s.” Their theory is that such a founda­ 
tion of education will prove of more value 
to the pupil and of more value to France 
than the skill in handicrafts which might 
be acquired by a similar amount of time 
and application. 
It is a sound theory and 
to depart from it in practice as w’e have 
been doing in this country is a perilous ex­ 
periment for which wre are more than apt 
to pay. 


SPORTS IN MISSOURI. 


The grow’th of sports in Missouri during 
the last few’ years has been remarkable. It 
was not long ago that when the baseball 
season ended the majority of the fans had 
nothing to look forward to until the follow- 
ing spring.

BAN ON WINE MAY 
CAUSE A STRIKE

PARIS, June 5.—The 
threat 
of 
stokers 
and 
firemen 
on 
French 
steamers to strike unless 
assured 
they will receive their uual daily al­ 
lowance of wine when in New York 
harbor has raised an issue that prob­ 
ably will be made the ubject of dip­ 
lomatic correspondenc with 
Wash­ 
ington. 
Meanwhile, steamship owmers inti­ 
mate that the La Fayette, 
sailing 
from Havre on Sunday, 
and other 
French ships will be supplied with 
the usual stocks of beverage liquor 
for the men, as provided by law. 
The ministeries of merchant ma­ 
rine and commerce make the point 
that French vessels are French terri­ 
tory and 
are therefore 
subject to 
French law*. 
Their views have been 
incorporated into a note that will be 
turned over to Premier Poincare for 
transmission to Wahington. 
It is 
understood the communication 
will 
insist that 
French 
seamen 
retain 
their title to tw*o literes of wine 
daily. 
The French line has not yet made 
know’n its final policy, with respect 
to the United States territoial ban 
on liquor. The La Fayette would be 
the first 
steamer 
affected by the 
threatened strike of stokers and fire­ 
men.

AN OLD SCHOOL STATESMAN. 


Campbell Cantrill, a stout and stalwart 
democrat, is running for governor of Ken- 
tucky, and in his opening speech he sounds 
the keynote of his campaign as follows: 


"I will outline to you my record as a 
democrat and the policies for which I 
propose to stand in a straightforward 
manner. 
I am fighting for the inter­ 
ests of the 
democratic 
party and if 
elected governor of Kentucky every 
democrat in Kentucky who knows me 
well knows that in the future we will 
have a real, sure-enough, capable 
democratic 
organization 
which will 
keep this' state in the democratic col­ 
umn for years to come. If I am elect­ 
ed governor we will have a good busi­ 
ness administration of public affairs 
and at the same time have a demo­ 
cratic organization which will be able 
to give help to every democrat in the 
state who needs help when he is run­ 
ning against a republican/* 


This Mr. Cantrill is evidently a states­ 
man of the old school. But, if we judge by 
the remarks of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, the leading democratic newspaper of 
the state, Kentucky has outgrown states­ 
men of that type and no longer thinks well 
of the ideals which inspire them. 
The 
democratic 
Courier-Journal does not ap­ 
plaud Mr. Cantrips devotion to the demo­ 
cratic party which he is at such pains to em­ 
phasize.

this, parliam entary

cues are not displaying an excessive 
optimism concerning the 
reception 
of the memorandum by the creditor 
powers. In these quarters It is believ­ 
ed that France has effectually block­ 
ed any attem pt by England to create 
a favorable 
atmosphere 
for 
early 
negotiations by seeking to Influence 
Belgium and Italy. 
In pledging the federal railways 
as the chief guarantee, the German 
government has adopted one of the 
principal suggestions 
contained 
in 
the recent memorandum drawn up 
by 
the 
industrialists* 
federation. 
While the note does not specifically 
state that the national 
system of 
railways and all the physical prop­ 
erty connected 
with it, are to 
be 
placed in the custody of trustees and 
conducted wholly as a private enter­ 
prise, the industrialists 
understand 
that this would be the government’s 
procedure and that the lines would 
be hypothecated for the capital sum 
of ten billion gold marks. The mort­ 
gage bonds would yield five per cent, 
netting an annual return of 500,000,* 
OOO gold marks. 
In connection 
with

guarantee, the German 
government 
is confident that with the application 
of rigid executive pressure, a sum 
considerably In excess of 60t),OOO,OOO 
gold marks could be procured by the 
first mortgage on real estate. 
For 
immediate seizure, the government 
has at its disposal only the physical 
properties of the industrialists,

shipping and banking interests and 
the agr&garlans, all of whom are said 
to have given Chancellor Cuno un­ 
equivocal assurance of their material

Zealand spinach. It is not a spinach 
at all, although used in the same 
manner. Seed of New Zealand spin­ 
ach should not be sown before May I 
or later, when the ground becomes 
warm, as it will not germinate while 
the ground and the weather remain 
chilly. 
Unlike the true spinach it is a 
long-season vegetable 
and remains 
in bearing until fall. As this stranger 
from the Antipodes makes a strong 
growth, 
sometimes 
attaining 
a 
spread of from six to eight feet, it 
needs plenty of room and the plants 
should be set two feet apart In rows 
three feet apart. Both the att ms and 
the leaves are brittle and succulent 
and are not affected by heat which 


spinning up to seed and destroys its 
usefulness in the garden. 
The New Zeland spinach is a rela­ 
tive of the ice plant often grown for 
ornament and the seed is much slow­ 
er to germinate than that of the true 
spinach, 
sometimes 
taking three 
w’eeks to appear if the weather is 
cool. But with hot weather it makes 
a rapid growth and w-hen well grown 
more than a half a peck of leaves per 
plant may be picked from time to 
time during the summer. 
The tips 
ai the leaves are the tenderest. 
Unlike the true spinach, the leaves 
are picked instead of pulling up the 
entire plant . 
The “greens" when cooked precise­ 
ly in the same manner as spinach 
have much the same flavor as the 
better nown vegetable now so largely 
grown.

four hours.

rich biscuit dough, roll half an inch 
thick and line a deep pie pan—the 
size of the family will determine 
the amount of meat and vegetables 
needed for the meal.

A GOOD WAY TO 
UPSETJRICES 


Further Exposures of How Edi- 
son-Ford Money Plan Would 
Fail to Aid Farmer.

The way the Edison-Ford "com­ 
modity money" scheme, aimed to 
stabilize monetary values, would 
have exactly the opposite effect, 
Is discussed in the present article, 
which Is the second in a series 
prepared by the American Bankers 
Association, 
reviewing 
the 
ex­ 
posure of the weaknesses of the 
plan as presented by William T. 
Foster, Director of the Pollack 
Foundation 
for 
Economic 
Re­ 
search. 
Briefly stated, the Edlson-Ford 
plan 
provides 
for 
Government 
warehousing of basto commodities, 
against which currency would be 
loaned to the producer without in­ 
terest, up to half the average value 
of the products for the previous 
twenty-five years. 
This currency 
would be cancelled as the commod­ 
ities were withdrawn and passed 
into trade. 
On the other half of 
the value the producer would re­ 
ceive "equity certificates" which he 
could sell or use for bank loans. 
On these points Mr. Foster says: 
Upsetting Prlee Equilibrium 
"Steady 
price 
level! 
depend 
mainly on the balance between the 
volume of goods on the market 
and the volume of money offered 
for goods. 
The Edison plan is 
designed expressly to upset the bal­ 
ance. A farmer delivers, say, two 
thousand bushels of wheat to the 
Government warehouse and the 
Government delivers one thousand 
dollars in new money to the farm­ 
er. 
When the farmer sells the 
wheat he repays the loan and the 
Government destroys the money. 
Thus the volume of money ie in­ 
creased precisely when goods are 
stored; and the volume of money 
is decreased precisely when these 
goods are marketed. 
In other 
words, each transaction begins by 
placing in circulation goods with­ 
out money to match the goods. 
Dollar demand is created as the 
supply of goods is withdrawn; the 
supply of goods is created as dollar 
demand is withdrawn. 
"Would it enable the farmer to 
borrow more money on his prod­ 
ucts than he can borrow now? 
When Mr. Edison contends that 


farmers would obtain larger loans 
on their crops than they can now 
obtain from the banks, he Is con­ 
fronted by this dilemma: Either 
the banks are now refusing to 
make sound loans, or, under the 
Edison plan, the Government would 
make unsound loans. 
"Neither Mr. Edison nor Mr. 
Ford can consistently contend that 
banks now refuse to make sound 
loans, for that is the way banks 
make most of their profits, and Mr. 
Edison and Mr. Ford have no doubt 
that banks are conducted for profit. 
It follows that the plan would yield 
larger loans to farmers only if the 
Government met the risks of un­ 
sound banking. 
In that case all 
that insolvent borrowers gained 
would be paid by the rest of the 
population, which, to say the least, 
is not a fair deaL 
Cutting Down Farm Credit 
"Apparently, however, the Gov­ 
ernment is not expected to run 
many risks, for the farmer is al­ 
lowed to borrow an amount no 
greater than one-half the average 
value of his product for the previ­ 
ous twenty-five years. 
But prices 
have risen eo high since 1896 that 
the farmer could borrow on most 
products much less than half the 
present value of the products, 
it 
would be much less, therefore, than 
the farmer could borrow directly 
from the banks on graded prod­ 
ucts; on products not graded no 
Government loans would be made, 
for there -would be no way of deter­ 
mining the twenty-five year price 
average. 
"However, the farmer, having ob­ 
tained the stipulated Government 
loan on his goods, could then offer 
his equity certificate to a bank for 
an additional loan. But the equity 
certificate is virtually a second 
mortgage, and 
no 
bank would 
prefer a second mortgage to a first 
mortgage. 
"Suppose the Old National Bank 
was willing to lend a farmer eight 
hundred dollars on one thousand 
bushels of wheat. 
Suppose, how­ 
ever, the farmer deposited the 
wheat in a Federal warehouse and 
obtained five hundred dollars from 
the Government 
Certainly the 
bank would not lend the farmer 
three hundred dollars on the equity 
certificate. 
The protection of the 
bank would be greater if the farm­ 
er relied on the bank for the entire 
loan; for in that case the bank 
could realize on it3 security with­ 
out being obliged to pay five hun­ 
dred dollars to get the wheat out 
of Government storage. The farm­ 
er can now borrow more money 
from a bank on standardized farm 
products than under the Edison 
olan."

: where than the enforcement of the 
utmost measure of economy, consis­ 
tent with good administration,” wrote 
President Harding. 
Continuing, the president 
wrote: 
“Within the past few days, the cen­ 
sus bureau, at my request, has fur­ 
nished some figures, which seem to 
i me, to impress, as nothing else could, 
i the necessity for the most careful 
administration in every government­ 
al unit. 
They state, 
for 
example, 
that revenue from all sources of the 
state governments in 1913, aggregat­ 
ed $368,000,000 and in 1921 $959,000,- 
000, an increase of 161 per cent. Ex­ 
penditures rose from $383,000,000 in 
1913 to $1,005,000,000 
in 
1921, in­ 
crease of 163 per cent. Indebtedness 
increased from $423,000,000 in 1913, to 
$1,012,000 in 1921, an increase of 139 
per cent. 
These figures hardly re­ 
quire comment, because they demon­ 
strate so conclusively It seems to me, 
that costs of state government are 
rising at a rate, which, at least, jus­ 
tifies the most serious consideration. 
“Along with the foregoing data re­ 
garding cost of state governments, 
the census 
bureau 
has 
furnished 
some figures on the increase in cost 
of city governments. 
These figures 
are based on the returns of the gov­ 
ernm ent of 227 of the largest cities in 
the country.

cities in this group revenues in 1913

to 
$S90,000,000

1921, $1,567,000,000, an increase of 
76 per cent.

A little over 
one hundred years ago practically 
everybody had small pox, and about 
one person in every ten died of it. 
W ith the general introduction of vac­ 
cination, which was 
discovered in 
England in 1796, the disease became 
increasingly rare and when it did ap­ 
pear among vaccinated people the 
death rate was extremely low. 
“Physicians have pointed out for 
a num ber of years past the danger 
that smallpox might again become 
virulent because of 
the 
increasing 
carelessness among people generally 
in regard to vaccination. 
It is hard 
to make people submit themselves 
even to this simple and comparative­ 
ly painless procedure unless they are 
Brightened.
